A PLANNING saga stretching as far 
back as the early 1980s has finally 
been concluded but left many people 
unhappy with the outcome. 

The building of a house in Birchington by Simon 
Day - who is vice- 
chairman of Thanet 
council’s planning 
committee - has spar¬ 
ked concerns about 
the committee’s im¬ 
partiality 

The design of the 
building, in Berkeley 
Road, had upset neigh¬ 
bours, who protested 
that it was at odds 
with its surroundings 
- but it is the way the 
development has been 
handled that has 
proved to be most con¬ 
tentious. 

Cllr Day was told by the planning committee 
that the building should have clouded windows 
overlooking neighbours’ back gardens to protect 
their privacy - but he neglected to do so and 
instead installed clear windows. 

The issue was addressed retrospectively at a 
planning meeting last week, where it was nodded 
through, but Bill Furness, chairman of the 
Liberal Democrat group in Birchington, is just 
one of several people to have contacted this news¬ 
paper about the matter. 

He said: “Cllr Simon Day seems to be able to 
ignore planning regulations. What has been built is 
totally out of keeping with the existing bungalows 
in the road. A lot of people are upset about this.”

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Plot thickens with 
20 years of plans

THE plans to build the 
detached bungalow in Ber¬ 
keley Road were originally 
put in by G Day & Son of 
Westgate-on-Sea in Sep¬ 
tember 1981. 

The company had built some of the 
other homes in the road and was 
keen to get one more in on a smaller 
plot it owned at the end. 

However, a series of applications 
were turned down over the course of 
many years. 

The first application for a bungalow 
was refused in 1981, on the grounds 
the plot was too small. The firm then 
put in a further series of applications 
to develop the land. 

Another bungalow application was 
submitted in 1982, with more con¬ 
cerns about size and the appearance 
being “out of character” with the area 
cited as reasons it was refused. 

Obtrusive 

Plans for seven garages were 
turned down in May 1983 because 
they would create a disturbance and 
be “unduly obtrusive”. 

It was followed by yet another 
house submission, in December 1987, 
which, again, was turned down. 

Seventeen years went by before the 
firm made another ultimately unsuc¬ 
cessful application in May 2004 to 
build a two-bedroom house and 
garage on the plot. 

The firm appealed, but the case 
was dismissed by secretary of state- 
appointed planning inspector 
Jonathon Bore in 2005. 


He outlined concerns with the 
appearance of the building, calling it 
a “poor solution” and said that the 
proposed house would be too 
cramped. 

The expert went on to say that the 
house would “detract from the char¬ 
acter of the area”, that he was uncon¬ 
vinced a two-storey dwelling could fit 
on the plot and ruled it was contrary 
to the local plan. 

But the tale took a new twist when 
the company, whose boss Simon Day 
was by this time an elected council¬ 
lor, submitted yet another appli¬ 
cation in 2006. 

The application was for an even 
larger home and was passed by the 
council’s planning committee. 

The committee was obliged to 
review it because of Cllr Day’s ties to 
the company. 

Blogging 

A suggestion that some of Mr 
Bore’s report to the planning commit¬ 
tee was somehow omitted, changing 
its meaning, has appeared on a local 
internet blogging site. 

Thanet council documents do 
indeed appear to suggest that a part 
of Mr Bore’s report was - presumably 
accidentally - omitted. 

Part of a sentence which stated 
that any development would have “to 
ensure that it did not harm the 
appearance of the area or neigh¬ 
bours’ living conditions” was appar¬ 
ently missing. 

Those words were presumably 
never seen by the elected members 
who form the committee, meaning a 
decision was taken without the full 
information being available. 

The resulting building is now 
almost finished.

Roger Latchford, deputy leader of 
Thanet council and a Birchington 
parish and district councillor, has 
previously rapped those who have 
built before planning permission has 
been granted. 

When talking about a home-owner 
in Margate who built an extension 
without consent and was then 
ordered to knock it down, he stated: 
“Starting work before a decision was 
made shows little regard for the plan¬ 
ning process.” 

Mr Furness added: “It seems like one 
rule for councillors and another for oth¬ 
ers. When the committee told him [Cllr 
Day] that he should have installed 
clouded glass, he ignored it and put in 
clear glass. He was not supposed to do 
it and is breaking the regulations.” 

Cllr Ken Gregory, planning com¬ 
mittee chairman, said: “The local gov¬ 
ernment ombudsman has said that 
the council has done the right thing. 

“The sill of the windows are two 
metres off the ground - you would 
have to stand on a chair or a ladder to 
look out of them. 

“The homeowner is now at liberty 
to have clear glass in those top win¬ 
dows as long as the sills are two 
metres off the floor, which they are. 

“Officers said at the meeting that 
they didn’t envisage high-level win¬ 
dows when they put the condition on 
about frosted glass. If you really want 
to look out of them you can, but you 
have to try really hard and that is 
where this whole thing falls down.”

Gardens make 
the grade as 
heritage site

MARGATE’S home of show- 
business has received listed 
status. 

The Winter Gardens received Grade II 
listed status from the Government’s 
English Heritage office last week. 

Mick Tomlinson has been a long-time 
advocate of and visitor to the gardens. 

He said: “This is simply fantastic news 
for the old place. Over the years it has 
hosted some great names and the build¬ 
ing deserves this status. I have a great 
affection for the place, it has great char¬ 
acter and is such a symbol of Margate. 
We should all be happy about this news.” 

Through the years, the building has 
played host to all manner of stars such 
as The Beatles, Lulu and Tommy 
Cooper. More recently, Jim Davidson 
and Jimmy Carr have played there. 

However, despite the latest honour, the 
very fabric of the building is in a decline 
according to many who have visited, and 
even Thanet council’s cabinet member 
for culture has admitted the venue 
needs work and attention. 

Cllr Roger Latchford said: “It’s 
undoubtedly a beautiful building, but I 
think we are all aware that it does need 
additional work.” 

With the council’s current cash crisis, 
funding will be needed to make any 
improvements and repairs. 


Cllr Latchford said: “In the current 
economic climate, this is clearly not 
something the council can fund. Indeed 
we are having to take a serious look at 
our day-to-day funding, as part of our 
ongoing budget planning process, so any 
additional external funding that can be 
accessed would be exceptionally wel¬ 
come.” 

Rare 

Built in a neo-Grecian style, the 
Winter Gardens was described by the 
government office responsible for the 
listing as “an example of a rare seaside 
entertainment building type” and “the 
only known example of a winter garden 
constructed within the chalk cliff”. 

Work to build the Winter Gardens 
began in 1911, with large quantities of 
chalk excavated from the cliffs. 

The venue was originally known as 
The Pavilion and Winter Gardens. 

Original features included a large con¬ 
cert hall, four entrance halls, two side 
wings and an outdoor amphitheatre 
with cloakrooms, offices, staff room, 
lighting room and refreshment rooms. 

The stage could be viewed from both 
the main hall and amphitheatre and 
could be enclosed in bad weather. 

Cllr Latchford added: “This listing is 
excellent news for the Winter Gardens 
and recognises the historical importance 
of the building. It may also open up a 
number of funding opportunities to help 
the Winter Gardens in the future.”

China Gateway decision 
to be put to full council 


THE vote to decide whether Phase 1 
of the China Gateway industrial 
estate should go ahead has been 
deferred to Thursday, September 11. 

At the district council chambers in 
Margate on Wednesday last week, 
the planning committee voted to 
push the matter back to full council. 

Some of the 15-strong group felt it 
was too important for the committee 
alone to decide and that too many 
questions were unanswered. 

The deferral was carried by eight 
votes to seven after Labour man Alan 
Poole moved a motion to send the 
matter to full council, his hand shak¬ 
ing as he handed a paper to Tory com¬ 
mittee chairman Ken Gregory. 

The decision was greeted with 
cheers from a packed public gallery. 
Many had thought the committee 
would simply follow officers’ recom¬ 
mendations for approval. 

The issue is one of the most con¬ 
tentious to hit Thanet in years. 

Campaigners who used their 
allotted three-minute slots to speak 
out against the plans included film¬ 
maker Norman Thomas, the 
Campaign to Protect Rural Eng¬ 
land’s Brian Lloyd and Paul Wells, 
one of those campaigning to put the 
brakes on the project. 

He said: “This committee should 
not be taking a decision this evening 


given the convoluted and complex 
implications concerning this appli¬ 
cation. I urge members to follow 
their consciences and defer this 
application to full council and to 
TDC scrutiny at the very least.” 

Developer Commercial Group 
Properties (CGP) wants to build the 
estate at Manston but has been met 
with resistance from campaigners 
across the isle, who question many 
facets of the operation. 

Doubts over the number, and type, 
of jobs it would generate, the impact 
on the isle’s underground water 
supplies and the traffic it could 
generate, have all been cited 

Two weeks ago, Labour leader 
Richard Nicholson called for more 
time to reach a decision, and at 
Wednesday’s meeting some Tory 
councillors agreed the amendment 
should go to full council. 

The decision to arrange the full 
meeting so soon after the deferral 
has surprised some. 

Labour’s Cllr Clive Hart said: “It 
seems awfully soon to me. The 
whole point in delaying the meeting 
was to flesh out the application, to 
make it more detailed so that 
answers to many of the questions 
being raised could be given - but a 
couple of weeks doesn’t seem like it 
will be long enough. ”

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More than fifty per cent 
of us extinguish habit 

THOUSANDS of smokers stubbed out the 
habit last year through the NHS Stop 
Smoking Service, figures released last week 
reveal. 

According to the NHS, around 17,000 
smokers pledged to give up with well over 
half managing the feat. 

Figures for the Eastern and Coastal Kent 
Primary Care Trust reveal 7,997 set a date 
to quit with 56 per cent succeeding. Med¬ 
way reported 2,711 vowing to quit and 49 
per cent achieving it. West Kent saw 6,790 
signing up and 67 per cent succeeding. 

Not such a plum deal for 
farmers of the soft fruit 

A POOR plum harvest has hit the county’s 
farmers and severe frosts earlier in the year 
are to blame for what could be the worst 
yield in a decade and a half. 

Fruit producers have reported poor 
returns of the soft fruit after the cold spring 
stopped bees from pollinating the blossom. 

The early plum blossom coincided with 
wintry weather in March, according to staff 
at the National Fruit Collection in 
Brogdale, near Faversham, which is the 
country’s leading resource on fruit. 

Channel populated with 
crocodiles and sharks 

A STUDY into prehistoric conditions in the 
English Channel has revealed giant croco¬ 
diles, great white sharks and sea snakes 
were part of the undersea population. 

Around 50 million years ago researchers 
found the whole of Kent - the Channel and 
France from the coast into what is now 
Paris was a tropical lagoon teeming with 
diverse marine life on the planet. 

Natural History Museum researchers 
said the shallow waters were similar to the 
seas around Indonesia or Thailand today. 

Track shows off winning 
formula as racer visits 

FORMULA One sensation Lewis Hamilton 
will be in the county on Sunday to meet and 
greet his fans. 

The racer will be at Brands Hatch for the 
popular international touring car series 
DTM. But the focus is likely to be on 
Hamilton, who will perform an on-track dis¬ 
play and sign autographs for fans. 

Hamilton, 23, who finished runner-up in 
his debut world championship season last 
year, will take his 2008 Vodafone McLaren 
Mercedes MP4-23 car around the circuit. 


Wader numbers plummet to give 'early warning'

CLIMATE change is being blamed 
for a change in the behaviour of the 
county’s most commonly found 
birds. 

According to the latest research, birds are 
laying their eggs earlier than 40 years ago, 
while coastal bird behaviour is also altering. 

The trends are revealed in the latest State of 
the UK’s Birds report - an annual publication 
produced by a coalition of conservation organ¬ 
isations looking at the fortunes of the UKs 
bird populations. 

The report found wading birds, which visit 
Kent’s food-rich estuaries and coastlines dur¬ 
ing winter from northerly and easterly breed¬ 
ing grounds, are changing their activity as a 
result of climate change. 

Although the overall number of these birds 
increased by about 50 per cent up to the late 
1990s, numbers have since started to drop. 

Declines are particularly acute for several 
key species, including purple sandpipers, 
ringed plovers and dunlins, thought to be 
fuelled by the birds wintering elsewhere in 
Europe, where conditions are becoming more 
suitable. 

The report confirms the dunlin, formerly the 
UK’s most numerous winter wader, is now at 
its lowest level since records began. Although 
still found in internationally important num¬ 
bers in the Thames Estuary, it has declined 
across the UK by 21 per cent. 

The Thames Estuary is also internationally 
important for ringed plover, with the Medway

classified as nationally important for the 
species. 

The report found numbers to have reduced 
over the same time-period by 13 per cent, 
although numbers in Kent remain steady. 

This highlights the importance of the county 
as a crucial safe-haven for birds escaping 
increasingly harsher conditions elsewhere. 

In Kent gardens, information from the 
British Trust for Ornithology’s Nest Record 
scheme shows the chaffinch is laying eggs 
about a week earlier than it did in the mid 


1960s. Blue and great tits, robins and swal¬ 
lows, are showing similar patterns. 

The report also indicates song thrushes may 
be rearing fewer young during dry summers. 

Hester Phillips, RSPB South East, said: 
“This year’s report shows that climate change 
is with us already and from our gardens to our 
seas, birds are having to respond rapidly sim¬ 
ply to survive. 

“As often before - birds are acting like the 
canaries in a mine shaft and giving us early 
warning of dangerous change.”

Yet 43 years on, the remark¬ 
able man - who was the 
youngest ever child to survive 
open heart surgery - is pledging 
to compete in the grueling 
London Triathlon. 

Mr Harding, from Margate, 
was just two years old when he 


went under the knife at King’s 
College Hospital and now hopes 
by taking part in the event he 
will raise £1,000 for charity 
Heart Research UK. 

The race involves a one and a 
half kilometer mn, 40 kilometer 
bike ride then a 10 kilometre 
mn. 

He said: “After being intro¬ 
duced to this sport with a differ¬ 
ence by my wife, three years ago, 


I’m really looking forward to 
competing in the London 
Triathlon and raising money for 
such a worthy cause. 

“I have a lot to be thankful for, 
without the innovative research 
funded by charities like Heart 
Research UK, I wouldn’t have 
survived my third birthday.”

Chips are the 
solution to 
identity crisis

THE county is currently undergo¬ 
ing a “cat-astrophe” after leading 
animal welfare organisation the 
RSPCA confirmed another rise in 
the number of abandoned felines. 

It is the third consecutive year the figures 
have increased for the south east. 

The number of cats reported to the RSPCA 
as abandoned rose from 2,048 in 2006 to 
2,421 in 2007 across the south east region 
alone. In 2005 the figure was 1,718 and Kent 
has been particularly affected. 

Across the county, RSPCA centres, branch¬ 
es, private boarding facilities and foster car¬ 
ers are full of cats, with hundreds in care. 

The charity believes the increasing num¬ 
bers may be due to a failure of cat owners to 
have their pets microchipped and many peo¬ 
ple going off on holiday and leaving their cats 
to fend for themselves. 

Regional superintendent Paul Stilgoe said: 
‘‘While the majority of owners are responsi¬ 
ble, we still see people going away and not 
making provisions for their pet, together 
with those who do not want to pay for veteri¬ 
nary care and either abandon or give up sick 
animals.” 


Many of the cats collected by the RSPCA 
are thought to have caring families, but with¬ 
out a microchip there is no way of knowing 
where they belong. 

Animal welfare manager Sue Knowles 
said: ‘We often pick up sick and elderly ani¬ 
mals which may well have owners but they 
are reported to us as strays and we have a 
duty to take them in. 

“They can then be rehomed with their 
owner having no idea what happened to 
them, simply because they have nothing to 
identify them. 

“This places a huge burden on our animal 
centres and branches who take in more cats 
than they can find homes for. We are appeal¬ 
ing to all owners to have their pet 
microchipped - it really could mean the dif¬ 
ference between losing them forever or hav¬ 
ing them safely home. 

“Neutering is also vital to prevent thou¬ 
sands more cats from becoming unwanted. 
Often cats have litters of kittens that owners 
can’t cope with and they bring them to the 
RSPCA and other charities or even abandon 
them.” 

Microchips are one of the only permanent 
ways of identifying your pet should it become 
lost or stolen. More information on 
microchipping and neutering can be found at 
www.rspca.org.uk.

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No sanctuary for festival 
in struggling economy 

A NEW music festival set to attract fans 
from across the county has been scrapped - 
with organisers blaming the credit crunch. 

The Sound Sanctuary event was due to 
take place over three nights next month in 
Eridge Park, Tunbridge Wells. 

But sluggish ticket sales and the mystery 
withdrawal of a headline act forced promot¬ 
ers to pull the plug. Sugababes, M People 
and Jocelyn Brown were the three top 
draws of the event due to run from 
September 19-21. Which one pulled out has 
not been confirmed. 

A spokesperson for the organisers said: 
“Sound Sanctuary launched in a year when 
the UK is experiencing economic slowdown 
and, along with other festivals, ticket sales 
have been slow. A few were sold but not 
enough. The state of the economy at the 
moment means everyone is cutting back. 

“Some of our financial backers also decided 
the event just wasn’t viable for them.” 

Refunds are available from point of pur¬ 
chase. Organisers vow to be back next year.

Your chance to see 
the latest proposals 
for Eurokent park 

THE latest proposals for the development of 
the sprawling 99-acre Eurokent business park 
are to go on public display. 

The plans will go on show at Clarendon 
House Grammar School in Clarendon 
Gardens, Ramsgate, between noon and 8pm 
on Saturday, September 13. 

The masterplan has been developed by East 
Kent Opportunities, the joint venture between 
Kent County Council and Thanet council and 
includes new community facilities. 

A small centre could be created with small- 
scale convenience shopping and the possibility 
of a health centre, close to Newington, Jackey 
Bakers sports ground and the newly-built 
Marlowe Innovation Centre. 

It follows consultation with the local commu¬ 
nity and stakeholders which focused on 
whether Eurokent remained an appropriate 
location for comprehensive industrial develop¬ 
ment or whether more sustainable and com¬ 
patible uses to the surrounding area would be 
more suited, such as leisure, community, hous¬ 
ing and business. 

Earmarked 

Included in the latest proposals are plans for 
a mixed-use sustainable community. 

They incorporate family housing, communi¬ 
ty facilities and business accommodation. 

New cycle routes and pedestrian linkages 
are also included, and Jakey Bakers could 
benefit from a new sports pavilion. 

Roger Gough, chairman of East Kent 
Opportunities, said: “During the consultation 
process it quickly became clear that the future 
of Eurokent is not based upon it being ear¬ 
marked solely for industrial businesses.” 

The business park will be built between the 
Marlowe Academy and Westwood Cross. You 
can visit www.eurokent.org for more inform¬ 
ation on the project.

Q What do you think of the Irish vote on the European 
treaty? 

A That’s a matter for the Irish and I only 
wish Gordon Brown had allowed the 
British to have a referendum. 

Every time a nation has had a chance to 
vote on a more integrated Europe, it has 
rejected the idea. France and Holland, of 
course, have already rejected what is essen¬ 
tially the same treaty in their own referen- 
dums in 2005. 

EU law states that all 27 member states 
must ratify the treaty before it can come into 
force. 

Now that Ireland has failed to ratify the 
treaty, in legal terms it should be dead. 

QShould we have had a vote on it? 

A Yes. We were promised a referendum in 
the Labour Party’s last manifesto. Mr 
Brown has bottled it now because he can’t 
face another humiliating defeat. 


How far would you like to see the EU expanded? 

A There needs to be a proper discussion of 
what we want Europe to look like in the 
future. I don’t believe the EU should be an 
exclusive club. 

We should actively consider the member¬ 
ship of a number of countries, such as Turkey, 
Croatia and Ukraine, if they want to join. 


£130 million a year and it should be scrapped. 


Q How much influence do you think the European 
Parliament should have on British affairs? 

A The role of the European Parliament 
should be to make sure Europe works in 
the best interests of the people, not to try to 
increase its power and influence in everyday 
life. 

There are many issues - air and water quali¬ 
ty, climate change, trade - which are interna¬ 
tional and I want to make sure the European 
Parliament gives fair consideration to the 
needs of the British people. 


QShould Britain adopt the euro as its currency? 

A No. If we adopted the euro we would lose 
the power to control mortgage rates and 
prices in the shops. 

QWould you support greater European integration? 

A No, if that meant more powers for Europe 
and fewer decisions made at home. 

I believe in an independent Britain with its 
own taxes, borders and currency. 

I want to see more decisions taken closer to 
the people, and for people to have more con¬ 
trol over their lives. 

While I see value in working with our 
European neighbours on issues like trade and 
climate change, I balk at the idea of Europe 
setting our taxes or the creation of a 
European army. 


Q What is your response to the freguent criticisms of the 
EU as being dominated by French and German inter¬ 
ests? Do you think their are national power blocs among EU 
member states? 

A The last Conservative government pushed 
for the expansion of the EU to include new 
members such as Poland and Hungary. 

I supported this and it has made it harder 
for France and Germany to have it all their 
own way. 

There are some issues that we have to sort 
out, though. For example, the French conces¬ 
sion of an extra European Parliament build¬ 
ing in Strasbourg, in addition to its main 
home in Brussels. This costs tax-payers 


QUESTION & ANSWER 


How do you view the role of an MEP? 

A I intend to speak up for the people of the 
South East in the European Parliament. I 
will be their voice in Europe, rather than 
Europe’s voice here. 

This is important because the European 
Parliament affects our lives in more ways 
than we may realise. 

Pressure from Europe contributed to post 
office closures and the introduction of home 
information packs. Europe also runs our trade 
policy which affects the prices of food in the 
shops. 

I want to make the EU more accountable to 
the British people and question the introduc¬ 
tion of yet more directives and decisions over 
how our money is spent.

New venture goes 
for the hard shell

SNAILS in the bedroom might not 
be everyone’s idea of a friendly 
night-time companion - but they 
are proving a success when it 
comes to exploiting the “slow food” 
market. 

The molluscs do not have the worldwide 
appeal of the burger, or fish and chips - but as 
interest in exotic foods grows alongside desires 
for homegrown produce, an unusual UK mar¬ 
ket has emerged. 

L’escargot is a favourite dish across the 
Channel, with the French flavouring the little 
beasts with garlic and butter. 

And Helen Howard, from Littleboume, near 
Canterbury, has now spotted a gap in the UK 
food-producing chain for locally-reared snails 
after her daughter attended an agricultural 
college in London. 

So she turned a spare bedroom at her home 
into a farm for the shelled critters and is now 
supplying a number of restaurants across the 
county. 

The snails are fed on dried milk and chalk, 
which helps to keep them healthy and their 
shells strong. 

Ms Howard formed H and RH Escargot with 
her daughter and keeps 2,000 breeding snails 
in her terraced home, and demand from 
restaurants outstrips supply. 

She said: “So far I am catering to a niche 
market - I sell to restaurants and pubs and 
also on occasions to members of the public who 
want to experiment a bit when it comes to 
food. 

“I was quite that surprised pubs are giving 
them a try, but they are - usually with large 
amounts of garlic butter to make sure people 
who are a bit tentative can have a go at eating 
them. 


“In other countries there are some differ¬ 
ences in how they are dished up. For instance, 
in Italy and Spain, where they are also a deli¬ 
cacy, there is a lot of variety. 

“I have heard of them being part of a beef 
stew - rather as oysters are. They can form 
part of a seafood platter with mackerel and 
prawns, or even go in a risotto. Mushroom is a 
very good accompaniment as the flavours 
complement one another. 

“The main thing is that they have to be 
cooked properly. They need to be cooked slow¬ 
ly to avoid a rubbery, chewy texture.” 


Ms Howard also admits to having some feel¬ 
ings of affection for her small animals. 

“It’s a bit like not mentioning Christmas to a 
turkey - don’t say the words garlic butter,” she 
said. 

“I made it a rule earlier not to try to identify 
them and see that they have individual char¬ 
acteristics, as sooner or later they are going to 
end up as part of a meal. 

“The funny thing is their shells are all differ¬ 
ent, so I probably could identify them if I 
wished to do so. But at the moment they are 
strictly for the dinner table.” 


TOP law firm Thomson Snell and Passmore is 
warning businesses across the county to 
ensure they are aware of current employment 
legislation and duties - including health 
and safety and paid holiday - towards their 
workers. 

The move comes as the Government pre¬ 
pares a publicity campaign to highlight work¬ 
ers’ rights and the setting up of a telephone 
hotline to deal with problems. 

Nick Hobden, employment law partner at 
the company, said: “It will be even more impor¬ 
tant to check issues such as the minimum 
wage levels and the basic requirements for 
obligatory employment documentation to 
ensure employers do not fall foul of the law. 

“The Government is committed to launching 
a more effective joined-up-approach publicity 
campaign to raise awareness of employment 
rights. 

“Workers will be able to call a dedicated 
enforcement helpline to report mistreatment 
such as illegal - below the national minimum 
wage - pay rates. 

“The Government is not satisfied that exist¬ 
ing access to enforcement agencies such as the 
Gangmasters Licensing Authority or HM 
Revenue and Customs are providing adequate 
redress. 

“So a new Fair Employment Enforcement 
Board with its own telephone help-line gate¬ 
way to justice is to be set up this year to co¬ 
ordinate the work of agencies that, for exam¬ 
ple, check firms with responsibility for health 
and safety are taking proper steps to guard 
against risks of personal injuries to their 
workers. 

“There is a huge amount of Government sen¬ 
sitivity towards vulnerable workers. 

‘While the new initiative does not mean any 
further statutory regulation will be imple¬ 
mented, the Government hopes this initiative 
will boost awareness of employment rights 
and ensure they are enforced. 

“The initiative is likely to have most impact 
on employers who use ‘atypical’ workers such 
as casuals, self-employed independent contrac¬ 
tors, migrant workers, agency workers, fixed- 
term workers, part-time workers, young work¬ 
ers and low-paid workers.”

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Crowds flock to military extravaganza

THOUSANDS of families were 
treated to the UKs largest mili¬ 
tary re-enactment event during 
the Bank Holiday weekend. 

More than 35,000 people poured into the 
County Showground in Detling Hill from 
Saturday to Monday. 

They were able to see the conflicts which 
have shaped the modem world brought to 
life with a bang at the Military Odyssey. 

On a new larger battlefield, soldiers, 
tanks and aircraft fought key battles, 
allowing visitors to witness history unfold 
first hand. 

Living history groups used a small vil¬ 
lage on the battlefield to create convincing 
scenery. A vast array of groups attended, 
covering diverse periods from the ancient 
Greeks, Vikings and medieval knights, to 
Napoleonic troopers, the American Civil 
War, the two world wars and Vietnam. 

With both indoor and outdoor trade stalls 
and rare vehicles on disply, the event 
offered a full day out for families. 

Event organiser Gaiy Howard said: “It went 
very well. On the Saturday there was good 
weather, so the crowds were up on last year. 

“The abysmal English weather stmck on 
the Sunday, but we had a good turnout on 
the Monday. 

“We were lucky the aircraft were able to 
come over despite the adverse weather con¬ 
ditions, and it was quite a sight to see fight¬ 
er and spotter planes appearing through 
breaks in the weather over the battlefield. 

“All the events happened, there were no 
problems and we had about 35,500 people 
attend, which is the same as last year.” 

He added: “Military Odyssey has gone 
from strength to strength. We will be back 
next year looking to put on an even better 
show.” 

The three-day event attracted many of

the top living history groups from across 
the UK and Europe. 

It featured contributions from groups 
representing Celts, Saxons, Normans, 
medieval jousting knights, medieval house¬ 
holds and Napoleonic times, which includ¬ 
ed troopers from Poland, Russia and 
France. 

The First World War was represented by 
aircraft from the Manston Air Museum 
along with the 10th Essex, the 
Birmingham Pals and the Royal Flying 
Corps contingent. 

Visitors were able to find out about life 
during the Second World War with the air¬ 
borne Screaming Eagles Living History 
Group, the 29th Historical Association, 
LHA, the 514th QM Truck Regiment Re¬ 
enactment Group and The Burma Mule 
Association, with their pack mules and 
other regiments. 

Some of Britain’s best Second World War 
groups joined the Allied Contingent, along 
with the Red Army’s Second Guards and 
their Women at Work display, while the 
German Second Battle Group and other 
Axis Forces groups also appeared. 

There was also the chance to learn more 
about later conflicts from organisations 
such as the Warsaw Pact Forces, the 
Vietnam Special Forces, Airborne and Fire 
Base groups, the American Infantry 
Preservation Society, the Desert Storm 
group and Her Majesty’s Armed Forces.

'Olympian' GCSE efforts rewarded

THANET College students were 
among those jumping for joy when 
they picked up their long-awaited 
GCSE results. 

The college celebrated successful results 
overall with a 98 per cent pass rate in all sub¬ 
jects - there were lots of smiling faces as stu¬ 
dents aged from 17 to 60 opened their results. 

Mature students Melinda May and Heidi 
Dawson, who have juggled family life with 
studying, achieved Bs in science. 

Shannon Taylor, Jessica Lapthorn and 
Danny Walsh, all 17, were thrilled with their 
results in business communications, English, 
maths and science. 

Over at Margate’s Hartsdown Technology 
College, principal Andy Somers hailed “an 
Olympian effort by students, staff and par¬ 
ents” to achieve a record year for GCSE 
results. 

He said: “This truly is a gold-medal perform¬ 
ance - we have surpassed our best-ever 
performance from last year by at least ten per 


cent. Around 57 per cent of our students 
gained five or more A* to C grades - which is 
a fantastic achievement for this college. 

He added: “It’s been an excellent year. The 
pass level for five A* to C or more exams, 
including English and maths, has increased 
and is showing steady sustainable improve¬ 
ment year on year.” 

A record number of the college’s students 
will be moving into its sixth form in 
September. 

Impressive performances at traditional and 
vocational subjects were recorded at St 
George’s School in Broadstairs. 

Sixty-five per cent of candidates gained five 
A* to C grades, many excelling with high 
grades and surpassing expectations. 

Head-teacher Keith Rumblo said: “I whole¬ 
heartedly praise the students and the staff for 
a magnificent overall effort. The number who 
achieved English and maths among their five 
A*-C passes was just over 20 per cent, an 
improvement on last year, and well on the way 
to meeting the Government’s 30 per cent fig¬ 
ure under the National Challenge by 2011.” 

A pass rate of more than 52 per cent in 
GCSE A* to C levels signalled a 13 per cent 


improvement on last year’s results for 
Ramsgate’s Marlowe Academy. 

Principal Ian Johnson said: “Six years ago 
the pass rate for our predecessor Ramsgate 
School was a mere four per cent. Ten years ago 
it was only one per cent. 

“We have come a long way towards meeting 
national expectations and boosting the aspira¬ 
tions of our students.” 

He added: “The pass rate for GCSEs A* to C 
including English and maths - the Govern¬ 


ment’s new standards indicator - almost dou¬ 
bled to 13 per cent compared with seven per 
cent last year. 

“The goalposts have been moved with this 
new English and maths marker. 

‘We have met, spectacularly, the old stan¬ 
dard of five GCSEs A* to C. Now we have a 
new challenge to meet 30 per cent five GCSEs, 
including English and maths by 2011. 

“I am confident we are well on course to 
meet, and possibly exceed, this new target.”

CCTV is the answer to a wee 
problem in our tower blocks 


HAVING lived in Ramsgate’s 
Trove Court tower block for a cou¬ 
ple of years, two things have really 
peed us off (pun intended.) 

1. Some people and dog owners think it is OK 
to use the lifts and the stairwells as a uri¬ 
nal, so the rest of us are expected to wade 
through their mess to reach our front doors. 

2. Thanet council shows no interest in pre¬ 
venting this happening. 

So who is doing this? 

There can be only three possibilities: 

a) Tenants 

b) Visitors 

c) People with no business in the block 

If it is people in the first two categories, then 
they are in breach of their tenancy agreement 
(they are responsible for the behaviour of 
their visitors), so the council should act. 

If it is people in the last category, then they are 
guilty at the very least of trespass and littering. 

The anti-litter campaign run by Thanet 
council - Drop It And Cop It - gives details of 
fixed-penalty notices of £80 for littering, 


although only £50 for failing to pick up 
dog mess. 

That would be hundreds of pounds a week if 
Thanet council could be bothered to look at 
the CCTV images. 

Does CCTV provide usable images? Yes! 

Earlier this year there was an arrest made 
in Trove Court when someone was caught 
with a machine-gun. Police were able to see 
the suspect bringing the weapon into the 
building in a bag. 

Also, earlier this year, letters were sent to the 
homes of teenagers who had been kanging out’ 
in the lifts, stairwells and front entrances of 
Trove Court and Kennedy House tower blocks. 

They were identified by community support 
officers and the police as having been in the 
blocks from pictures from CCTV. 

So the images can be saved - and are good 
enough to identify individuals. 

Who looks at the CCTV images? 

The cameras outside the building are 
watched live by the Thanet community safety 
team, which is also available via the help- 
points at the entrances to the blocks. 

The cameras inside the blocks, however, 


record continuously and their footage can be 
viewed by housing response officers - the very 
people responsible for cleaning up the mess. 

If this were your job, would you go on clean¬ 
ing up urine almost daily, or would you do 
something about it? 

If they need help to put names to faces, then 
there are the occupants of almost 180 flats 
who would be willing to help. 

Why not publish the pictures in papers, on the 
Thanet council website, on posters in the blocks, 
or on websites like Bebo or Facebook, along with 
something like ‘Can you identify this person? 
They may be able to help investigations into 
alleged anti-social behaviour’? 

While some people would wear an ASBO as 
a badge of honour, is being known for peeing 
in a lift going to make you look cool with your 
mates and attract girls? 

The solution to the problem is available, so 
why is Thanet council so idle and why does it 
expect its residents to live like this?

TO PUT it mildly, life got a bit 
frantic after I became the first 
woman to sail single-handedly 
non-stop around the world The 
wrong way’ - west against the pre¬ 
vailing winds and currents, writes 
top yachtswoman Dee Caffari. 

With little sign of a let-up ahead of my entry 
in the 2008 Vendee Globe, I decided hard work 
can take its toll even on sturdy seafarers. 

A weekend away sounded the ideal cure, 
preferably something that didn’t involve get¬ 
ting on a plane. That’s how Jersey came into 
the frame. 

I have happy childhood memories of the 
place, but was initially hesitant. I wasn’t quite 
sure I wanted a bucket and spade’ break. 

However, Jersey is right on the UK’s 
doorstep and I could even get there by sea. 
When I asked to take my bike, that wasn’t a 
problem either on the fast ferry from Poole. 

My partner and I booked into one of Jersey’s 
most famous hotels, the Pomme d’Or, in the 
centre of St Helier overlooking Liberation 
Square. The relaxed, friendly and efficient 
staff made us very welcome and promised to 
help with all we needed over the weekend. 

Still feeling slightly under the weather, we 
spent our first day gently cycling along the 
south coast on a brilliantly bright day which 
emphasised the fact that Jersey is indeed the 
sunniest spot in the British Isles. 

First we headed to the west of St Helier, then 
over to the south-easterly comer and to La 
Rocque harbour. Here it was clear to see how 


Jersey, at 45 square miles in area, can almost 
double in size at low water. Endless rocks lay 
soaking up the sunshine, allowing children to 
explore the rock pools while parents kept a 
watchful eye out for the tide. 

We were even able to find hidden coves, such 
as Robin Bay, a sandy inlet sheltered from the 
wind creating a suntrap, and at last I started 
to feel human again. 

Considering our visit had originally been 
planned as a convenient weekend break close 
to home, the range of Jersey’s attractions far 
surpassed my expectations. 

We discovered manicured gardens nestling 
in beautiful rural landscapes, countless gour¬ 
met delights and enough activities to keep the 


most adventurous person busy. The long 
stretches of beach and endless cycle routes 
among the green lanes gave just a taste of the 
huge amount on offer in Jersey and allowed us 
the excuse to rejuvenate tired limbs in indul¬ 
gent pampering spas. 

At times, it felt like the best of the West 
Country coupled with the cosmopolitan atmos¬ 
phere of France. 

I was feeling invigorated and energised by 
the time we headed home. Jersey was stun¬ 
ning and makes an ideal weekend recovery 
break any time of the year. 

Why jet to Eastern Europe or the Med when 
there is so much to enjoy right on your 
doorstep?

Government expected 
to step in to ease crisis 

MEASURES to revive the dormant 
housing market by increasing the supply 
of mortgage lending are being planned 
by ministers according to national 
newspaper reports. 

Chancellor Alistair Darling is poised to 
intervene to help banks and building 
societies grant new mortgages. 

The likely move comes in the form of 
financial backing for the institutions 
after the decline last year of the mort¬ 
gage-backed securities market, which 
had become a crucial source of lending. 

According to the latest figures, home¬ 
buying levels are currently at their low¬ 
est for the last four years and market 
analysts say government assistance is 
one of the best ways the business can be 
made more settled. 

The Chancellor is expected to order an 
extension of the Bank of England's 
emergency £50 billion special liquidity 
scheme. This was introduced earlier this 
year in an attempt to help to ease 
intense funding strains on banks trig¬ 
gered by the credit crunch. 

London prices out of 
touch with rest of UK 

PEOPLE are leaving London to live in 
other locations in the South East, includ¬ 
ing Kent, according to estate agents who 
are tracking the capital’s market. 

The moves are taking place because 
the price of properties in the city has not 
adjusted downwards at the same pace as 
those in other parts of the country. 

Analysts say London was the quickest 
to react to the downturn in the market 
at first - but this has not continued. 

Instead prices have remained at a 
higher level - prompting an exodus of 
people in search of a bargain. 

West Kent is one of the most popular 
places to buy with average price of an 
upscale family home £150,000 less than 
in affluent London areas. Land registry 
figures also suggest that London is out of 
step with the rest of the country.

‘Encouraging Responsible Renting,’ has 
been welcomed by the Association of 
Residential Letting Agents. 

However, the association believes that 
the commissioners are expecting more 
from local authorities than many will be 
able to deliver. They want the regulation 
of letting agents and industry-wide 
standards for landlords. 


PROPERTY bargains are increas¬ 
ing as sellers cut asking prices in 
an attempt to make wary buyers 
commit in a slow summer market. 

Experts say this is the ideal time to buy as 
great offers and deals are coming across the 
market - particularly for first-time buyers 

Sellers are asking £5,403 less for their 
homes than a month ago, with the typical 
price of a house down, on average, by 2.3 per 
cent at £229,816, according to a survey on 
Rightmove, the property search website. 

Despite such reductions, properties appear 
to be more difficult to sell, with Rightmove-

registered agents reporting 78 unsold proper¬ 
ties on their books, up from 77 last month. 

Miles Shipside, a director of Rightmove, said: 
“Buyers are currently benefiting from the best 
choice in years.” 

Rightmove blames the mortgage drought for 
the state of the market, adding that transac¬ 
tions are in danger of dropping to levels last 
seen in 1959. 

Despite fears there could be a surge of prop¬ 
erties put on the market as the slumping econ¬ 
omy and soaring prices force more borrowers 


into difficulties with their mortgages and push 
asking prices even lower, Rightmove says that 
there is no sign yet of a rush of homes for sale. 

New listings are 106,000, about 25 per cent 
lower than typically seen at this time of year. 

Mr Shipside added: “Those who do not have 
to sell are holding off.” 

Market analysts say the moves to cut prices 
are one of the best possible ways to stimulate 
the market and may be one of the reasons 
behind a slight resurgence in recent weeks. 

Kent continues to weather the worst of the 
downturn, with estate agents in Ashford, 
Maidstone, Ramsgate and Tunbridge Wells 
recording steady sales.

Roadster Coupe adds 
lustre to MX-5 legend 


MAZDA launched the original 
MX-5 here in 1990, ten years after 
the initial sketches and several 
decades after some of the classic 
British sports cars that inspired it. 

If gestation was protracted, though, the life of 
this famous roadster is set to be much longer. 

Now in its third generation, the same formu¬ 
la remains: front-engine/rear-wheel drive for 
best balance and handling, sporty short-throw 
gearshift and Japanese reliability. 

However, the latest car has a contemporary 
twist; having ensured that the MX-5 would 
have a genuinely weatherproof soft top - 
unlike its British forbears - Mazda also offers 
a powered folding hard-top option or ‘Roadster 
Coupe’ as tested here. 

Much as I love the soft-top model, its 
all-seasons/all-weathers sister is something of 
a no-brainer option for a not unreasonable 
£2,000 premium. 

Since the latest MX-5 carries little extra 
weight compared with the 1990 model, despite 
modem extras and safety/crash measures, 
the small baggage penalty is also bearable -

the Roadster Coupe carries just 37 kilos more 
than its soft-top sibling. 

Even better, Mazda engineers ensured that 
the hard top retracts behind the car’s seats 
without penalising boot space either, although 
you lose out on two lockers behind the seats. 

And the MX-5 drives as well as ever, with 
great poise on a winding road and good motor¬ 
way refinement, although the MX-5 was 
always that rarity - a sports car to make light 
of long journeys. 

Prices start at just £15,750 for the soft-top, 
but this cut-price version sits on steel wheels; 
you must upgrade to alloys, which means 
forking out an extra £800 for an option pack 
also fitted as standard on the Roadster Coupe 
(£18,600) entry version tested here. 

This has a 125bhp 1.8-litre engine rather 
than the flagship 159bhp 2.0-litre that is also 
offered with five- or six-speed gearbox. 

While the junior engine’s 0-62mph in 9.4 
seconds is not exactly neck-snapping and does 
little to dispel ‘hairdresser’s sports car’ jibes 
that have burdened the MX-5 throughout, it 
offers enough power to prove that no other car 
delivers so much fun to the pound.

All work and no play 
for company bosses

CASH-STRAPPED Brits are staying at 
home for their holidays rather than go 
abroad - but many small business own¬ 
ers in the South East are not finding the 
time to take even a single day off. 

Of those that do go on holiday, many take work- 
related time and can’t shut off from work completely, 
according to a new survey from Lloyds TSB Business 
Insurance. 

The credit crunch coupled with everyday pressures 
of running their own businesses are hammering the 
very things that attracted people to setting up on 
their own - flexibility and choosing their own hours. 

The survey found that a half of small business own¬ 
ers take less than 10 days holiday a year. More than 
a fifth of South East London’s small business owners 
don’t even have time to take a single day’s holiday. 

A quarter take just one to five days, and 10 per cent 
take only six to 10 days holiday a year with only one 
in five small business owners taking 20 or more days 
holiday a year. 

Of those that do go on holiday, many do not manage 
to completely switch off from work, with two thirds 
taking a work related item on holiday with them. 

A fifth take a laptop to check work emails, a tenth 
take part in conference calls and meetings while on 
holiday, and nearly a fifth go as far as to cut short their 
holiday in order to deal with a work related issue. 

Small business owners with three or more employ¬ 
ees were found to be more likely to say they can 
rarely or never switch off and forget about work 
when on holiday. 

Anne Marie Koukourava, partnership director for 
Lloyds TSB Business Insurance, said: “It seems that 
many small business owners cannot find the time to 
get away from the pressures of work to take a break 
and even those that do can’t manage to completely 
switch off. 

“With technology as advanced as it is today, it 
becomes easier for small business owners to use 
items like laptops, as well as utilising video confer¬ 
ence technology to allow them to link up with work 
while away. 

‘With so many aspects to worry about while on hol¬ 
iday, it’s important that small business owners make 
sure their business is fully insured to cover against 
any risks while they are away - at least that would

“I think we probably deserved something 
out of the first half,” Ashby said. “We had two 
or three chances, hit the post, the keeper 
made a great save from Wayne (Wilson). But 
they just didn’t go in. We went out second 
half, let a second goal in and heads went 


down. It really was a very poor performance.” 

Ashby feels there is more to come from his 
side, but admitted Canvey seemed to have 
more will to win: “It’s just disappointing 
because they know they’re better than that. 

“At the end of the day, Canvey had more 


desire, more passion than we did. And if you 
don’t show that in a football game then you’re 
going to struggle.”

LISA Dobriskey returned to the UK with 
the rest of the British Olympic team on 
Monday after just missing out on a medal 
in Saturday’s 1500m final. 

The 24-year-old broke her personal best 
for the second successive race but the wrong 
tactics cost her the chance of claiming a 
place on the podium. 

The Ashford-bom athlete fuelled hopes 
she could follow in 2004 champion Kelly 
Holmes’ footsteps by comfortably knocking 
two seconds off her personal best in the 
semi-final on Thursday. 

But the Commonwealth champion 
appeared to freeze on the big stage in her 
first Olympic final. 

With one lap to go Dobriskey was boxed 
in by other athletes near the back of the 
field, which preventing her from respond¬ 
ing to an attack at the front. 

She lost 20 metres on the athletes at the 
front until she finally found space, but 
despite a fast finish there was too much 
ground to make up and was pipped for 
bronze by less than half a second. 

Dobriskey said: ‘What can I say? I think I 
just left it too late, I’m gutted really. If you 
had said this time last year that I would 
come fourth in the Olympics I wouldn’t 
have believed it, so I’ve got to take some 
heart from that. 

“It all kicked off with 500 metres to go. I 
felt relaxed and comfortable and I didn’t 
want to go too early and blow up but they 
were just a little bit too far in front of me. 

“I did realise I had a shot for a medal. 
That would have been a really good bonus 
but it’s one of those things.” 

The race was won by Kenya’s Nancy Lan- 
gat from Ukraine pair Iryna Lischynska 
and Nataliya Tobias. 

Dobriskey will have little time to reflect 
on her experiences in Beijing before she 
returns to action, at the British Grand Prix 
in Gateshead on Sunday.
